After a Bruising Fight, 
Senate Confirms Hagel 


Defense secretary 
vote follows weeks 
of GOP opposition 


Washington 

A deeply divided Senate voted on 
Tuesday to confirm Republican 
Chuck Hagel to be the nation’s next 
defense secretary, handing President 
Barack Obama’s pick the top Pen- 
tagon job just days before billions 
of dollars in automatic, across-the- 
board budget cuts hit the military. 

The vote was 58-41, with four 
Republicans joining the Demo- 
crats in backing the contentious 
choice. Hagel’s only GOP support 
came from Thad Cochran of Mis- 
sissippi, Dick Shelby of Alabama, 
Mike Johanns of Nebraska and 
Rand Paul of Kentucky. 

The vote, which ended one of 
the most bitter fights over a Cab- 
inet choice in decades, came just 
hours after Republicans dropped 
their delay of the nomination and

The Senate Finance Committee on Tuesday ap- 
proved President Barack Obama’s choice of Jacob 
Lew to be Treasury secretary and sent the nomina- 
tion to the full Senate. Lew would succeed Timothy 
Geithner, who completed a tumultuous four-year 
term in which he helped lead the administration’s re- 
sponse to the financial crisis and recession. The com- 
mittee approved Lew’s nomination, 19-5. The timing of a 
Senate vote is unclear, (ap) 


allowed it to move forward on a 
71-27 vote. 

Hagel, 66, a former two-term 
Nebraska senator and twice- 
wounded Vietnam combat veter- 
an, succeeds Defense Secretary 
Leon Panetta. Hagel is expected 
to be sworn in Wednesday. 

Republicans had opposed their 
onetime colleague, casting him 
as unqualified for the job, hostile 
toward Israel and soft on Iran. 

Republican Sen. John McCain of 
Arizona said several GOP lawmak- 
ers had “a lot of ill will” toward the 
moderate Republican for his criti- 
cism of President George W. Bush 
over the Iraq War and his backing 
for Democratic candidates. McCain 
voted against his onetime friend 
and fellow Vietnam veteran. 

Obama portrayed the war-tested 
Hagel as a man who understands 
that conflict is not an abstraction 
and called him the “leader that our 
troops deserve.” 

As defense secretary, among 
Hagel’s daunting challenges are 
deciding on troop levels in Afghan- 
istan as the U.S. winds down its 
combat presence and dealing 
with $46 billion in budget cuts 
set to kick in Friday. He also will 
have to work with lawmakers 
who spent weeks vilifying him.

In Young Women, Breast Cancer Up 


Chicago 

Advanced breast cancer has 
increased slightly among young 
women, a 34-year analysis sug- 
gests. The disease is still uncommon 
among women younger than 40, 
and the small change has experts 
scratching their heads. 

The results, published Tues- 
day in the Journal of the American 
Medical Association, are potentially 
worrisome because young women’s 
tumors tend to be more aggressive 
than older women’s, and younger 
women are much less likely to get 
routine screening for the disease.

Beirut 

Syrian activist Yashar hopes the 
security agents who tormented 
him during five months of deten- 
tion will one day be put on trial. In 
detention, he says, he was locked 
naked in a tiny box for a week, beat- 
en daily during marathon interro- 
gations and blindfolded for 45 days. 

A range of groups have acceler- 
ated an effort to gather evidence of 
war crimes including torture, mas- 
sacres and indiscriminate killings 
in the Syrian regime’s war against 
rebels, hoping for justice if Pres- 


ident Bashar Assad falls. Some 
talk about referring the cases to 
the International Criminal Court 
or forming a tribunal, but many 
in Syria hope that it’s all laid out 
in the country’s own courtrooms. 

“I want to take my case to a 
Syrian court and a Syrian judge 
who will put my torturers in the 
same jail where I was held,” Yas- 
har, 28, said. 

Some 70,000 people have been 
killed and thousands of others 
injured or missing in Syria since 
the uprising against Assad began 
in March 2011, according to the 
U.N. Both the U.N. Human Rights 
Council and the Independent Inter- 
national Commission of Inquiry 
on Syria have published multiple 
reports documenting crimes com-

The city has 
been tightening its rules since 2006 
and shuttered a third of its brothel

Traffic management

Virginia has long planned to smart- 
en up Interstate 66, a roadway that 
manages to stand out in an area 
noted for congested roads. 

Republican Gov. Bob McDon- 
nell has announced that installa- 
tion of a $34 million “active traf- 
fic management” system would 
begin this spring on 34 miles of 
1-66 that stretch from Gainesville, 
Va., to D.C. Construction will be 
complete in early 2015, according 


to state officials. 

These programs have had some 
success in Europe and on the West 
Coast, as Dr. Gridlock previously 
noted when discussing Virginia’s 
plans.

Speed-measuring sensors and 
traffic cameras would be added to 
provide more up-to-date informa-

The new system will also include 
new shoulder and lane control signs. 
In addition, the timing of ramp 
meters at entrances to 1-66 would 
be altered so they change depend- 
ing on the volume of traffic. 

“This new system will provide 
motorists with information that 
shows what lies ahead along their 
commute,” Transportation Secre- 
tary Sean Connaughton said in a 
statement Tuesday. 

Work on 1-66 will begin in the 
spring with the construction of 
six areas for vehicles to pull off 
the road in case of emergencies.

Maryland residents overwhelm- 
ingly support Democratic Gov. 
Martin O’Malley’s plan to force 
gun buyers to submit to finger- 
printing, safety training and more 
background checks, according to 
a new Washington Post poll. 

Across the state, 85 percent back 
the governor’s licensing plan and 
73 percent do so “strongly.” They 
also support banning high- capac- 
ity ammunition clips and assault 


weapons — two other portions of 
O’Malley’s bill, which in the wake 
of the December school shooting in 
Newtown, Conn., would give Mary- 
land among the nation’s strictest 
gun- control laws. 

Ten weeks after that attack, 
Marylanders are more support- 
ive of stricter gun-control mea- 
sures than Americans overall. 
They also tilt in favor of measures 
beyond what O’Malley and the leg- 
islature have seemed willing to do, 
such as putting an armed guard in 
every school in the state, a propos- 
al backed nationally by the Nation- 
al Rifle Association. 

Overall, more than 6 in 10 favor

Shocking Points 

Dire warnings about budget cuts? 

They are an age-old tactic in politics. 


Washington 

President Barack Obama and his 
officials are doing their best to 
drum up public concern over the 
shock wave of spending cuts that 
could strike the government in just 
days. So it’s a good time to be alert 
for sky-is-falling hype. 

Administration officials are 
coming forward with a grim com- 
pendium of jobs to be lost, servic- 
es to be denied or delayed, military 
defenses to be let down and impor- 
tant operations to be disrupted. 
Obama’s new chief of staff, Denis 
McDonough, spoke of a “devastat- 
ing list of horribles.” 

For most Americans, though, it’s 
far from certain they will have a 
terrible, horrible, no-good, very bad 
day if the budget-shredder known 
as the sequester comes to pass. 
Maybe they will, if the impasse 
drags on for months. 

For now, there’s a whiff of the 
familiar in all the foreboding, hark- 
ing back to the mid-1990s partial 
government shutdown, when offi- 
cials said old people would go hun- 
gry, illegal immigrants would have 
the run of the of the land and vet- 


erans would go without meds. It 
didn’t happen. 

This time, provisions are in 
place to preserve the most crucial 
services — and benefit checks. Fed- 
eral furloughs are at least a month 
away, breathing room for a political 
settlement if the will to achieve one 
is found. Many government con- 
tractors would continue to be paid 
with money previously approved. 

But while the government pre- 
pares to make the best of a tough 
situation, it’s putting the worst pos- 
sible face on it all.

To be sure, the cuts are big and 
will have consequences. Knowing 
what they will be, though, is far 
from a precise exercise. 

And there is a lot of improbable 


precision in administration state- 
ments about what could happen: 
more than 373,000 seriously ill 
people losing mental-health servic- 
es, 600,000 low-income pregnant 
women and new mothers losing 
food aid and nutrition education, 
125,000 poor households going 
without vouchers, and much more. 

But despite the dire warnings, 
“it’s not clear who gets hurt by this,” 
said Paul Light, a New York Univer- 
sity professor who specializes in the 
federal bureaucracy and budget. 

However the cuts fall. Light 
says the Washington Monument 
ploy, also known as the Firemen 
First principle, is at work. 

It goes like this: Put someone’s 
budget at risk and the first thing 
you’ll hear is a threat to close a 
cherished national symbol or lay off 
firemen or police, when in fact there 
are other ways to cut spending.

Obama even indulged in it liter- 
ally, appearing in front of officers 
in blue uniforms Feb. 19 to warn of 
the sequester.

disasters will be degraded.” 

Not everything is cast in stone. 
The Small Business Administra- 
tion, for example, should be able 
to avoid furloughs because of early 
retirements already achieved, said 
administrator Karen Mills. She said 
falling demand for one loan should 
free up money for other lending, so 
“we are not slowing down giving

ger than what he is. He gets his 
hands on balls, he’ll block a shot, 
he rises up and shoots in a crowd.

Typically, these camps resemble the 
ones we imagine or remember from 
our own childhoods - cabins in the 
woods, songs by the campfire, long, hot 
days running, swimming and laughing.

Jillian Levin-Sisson, education 
and outreach manager at Round House 
Theatre notes, "Our programs inspire 
creativity, exercise imaginations, 
promote artistic risk-taking and explore 
unique ways to tell stories through 
theatre."

Academic Camps 

Whether your child has an affinity 
for a particular subject or needs a 
little inspiration, the wide range 
of academic camps have one 
characteristic in common: they make 
learning fun.

Comedy Unplugged 

Comedian Mike Birbiglia seems 
Like the kind of guy you could have a 
conversation with. At Least that’s how it 
felt Monday, at the first of his five soLd- 
out shows this week at Georgetown 
University’s 239-seat Gonda Theater. 
The former Hoya, 34, is using the 
venue to work out his Latest off- 

Broadway play, “My 
Girlfriend’s Boyfriend," 
before he films it. 

Like his one-man 
show “Sleepwalk 
With Me," which was 
adapted into a feature 
film Last year, “My 
Girlfriend’s Boyfriend" 
is a Loosely structured story about 
his Life. In this case, it’s the romantic 
failures — and near-death experience 
— that Led him to his wife, Jenny. 

In the show, Birbiglia recounts 
with typical self-deprecation his days 
in middle school as a card-carrying 
member of “the no-makeout club" and 
runs around the stage, goofily re- 
enacting the carnival ride that ruined his 
first date with a girl. (Lesson Learned: 
Don’t ride the Scrambler after ingesting 
cotton candy and fried dough.) 

The show was unplugged, meaning 
there was no set. Lighting cues or 
microphone. The intimacy made it feel 
Like Birbiglia had just invited us all over 
to hang out and tell stories. As a fan, it 
doesn’t get much better than that.

At Long Last, friends 
EmmyLou Harris and 
Rodney CroweLL make 
an aLbum together

Emmylou Harris, 65, and Rodney 
Crowell, 62, had been friends for 
almost 40 years by the time they 
got around to making an album 
together. “Old Yellow Moon,” out 
this week, is a loose-limbed mix of 
honky-tonk, old-school country and 
vintage, Topanga Canyon country- 
rock that draws on their shared past. 

Produced by Harris’ ex-husband 
Brian Ahern, who first brought 
the two together in the early ’70s, 
“Moon” is a sepia-toned collection of 
plaintive covers and Crowell origi- 
nals revisited. Harris’ voice retains 
almost all of its silvery loveliness, 
Crowell’s writing is as tight and 
sharp as piano wire, and “Moon” 
generally sounds as if it was record- 
ed by friends, around a kitchen table, 
which is partly what happened. 

In semi-separate phone inter- 
views, the two old friends talked 
about their new album and traced 
the origins of their friendship from 
its earliest days to today.

Harris' major label debut, “Pieces of 
the Sky,” was released in early 1975; 
“Bluebird Wine,” written by Crow- 
ell, was the lead track. Crowell and 
Harris re-recorded the song, with 
new lyrics, for “Old Yellow Moon.” 
Harris; Rodney had never re- 
corded it himself, and it seemed 
like [a new version would] give 
everyone a chance to hear what I 
heard when I heard Rodney sing 
that song. ... There was a certain 
sentimentality for me, because it 
is kind of how we got together. 





In 1974, after the death of her men- 
tor Gram Parsons, Harris, a young 
single mother, was living with her 
parents in the Maryland suburbs. 
Crowell was a struggling songwriter. 
Harris: I was working the [D.C.] 
clubs: the Childe Harold, Mr. 
Henry or Oh Henry’s, the Assem- 
bly, the Red Fox Inn. ... I heard

[Rodney] up in Toronto when I 
was working on material with 
Brian Ahern. I heard his demo 
and got very excited, and [Ahern] 
arranged for us to meet.

We started 
a conversation about music. ... 
That very conversation that night 
is a conversation that we’ve sus- 
tained over the years and was re- 
ally what led to [this album].

The pair remained close throughout 
the next few decades. Many of the 
songs on the new album are tracks 
they had wanted to record together.

It 
could be about a marriage; it 
could be about a brother and 
sister; it could be about friends. 
It’s just about a long, enduring 
affection for someone.
